We are able to publish in this 
issue a memorial, which is about 
to be presented to the proper 
authorities, on the _ preservation 
and standardization of the Chinese 
language. It subject of 





special interest, and the masterly i 


manner in which it is handled in 
this document is fully in keeping 


with its importance. Briefly 
expressed the burthen of the 
memorialists’ representations 





that the introduction into Chi 
of Western ideas, customs and 
inventions has involved the sudden 
addition to the Chinese language 
of thousands of new terms. In 
the absonce of any recognized 
authority on the subject, it is 
urged, the words and characters 
used as the (‘hinese equivalent of 
foreign expressions will be chosen 
haphazardly, probably in complete 
ignorance of the requirements of 

philology and without any con- 
Fideraticn for consistency. There 
will be crude transliterations, such 
has “ Te-lii-feng " (telephone) sind 
“Yuan-ti-mai-tan ” (ultimatum), 
while a word which in one province 
does duty for “ matches” may be 
used in another for “ gas.” It is 
only necessary to think of the 
mmultipli of terms by which 
every common object in the life of 
a foreign settlement is known to 
resident Chinese to realize the con- 
fusion that threatens the language 
of the Empire as a whole. In the 
new dictionary issued by the Com- 
mercial Press no less than four 
Chinese terms are given to designate 
a “train,” while in the case of 
sciontific and technical terms, as 























well as in those of an abstract 
nature, still greater di nee 
may be expected among Chinese 
translators in view of the wide 
differences between Chinese and 
Western modes of thought. Such 
a condition of things, the memoria 
lists maintain, is prejudicial to the 
Chinese language and will cause 
jyet further injury to it as the 
number of terms introduced in- 
creases.

proposed is the 
appointment by the Board of 
Education of a Commission of 
Inquiry to report on the present 
condition of the Chinese language 
in regard to the introduction of 
the 
itution of a permanent ‘Com- 
mittee to regulate the cl 
required in the language to meet the 
needs of New China, In other 
words, a Chinese Academy on the 
lines of the Académie Frangaisy is 
suggested, and its task would be 
not only to purge Chinese of 
undesirable expressions that hi 
already crept in, but also, by being 
placed on a permanent basis, to act 
as sole arbiter in the fntare 
regarding additions to the langus ge. 
It would have been strange if 
China, with her past traditions, had 
allowed her anxiety to. profit by 
the material changes brought about 
by Western inflaence to cause her 
to neglect intellectual considerations 
arising from the new order of 
things. No attempt is made by 
the memorialists to decry the 
borrowing of foreign words, which 
are a necessary feature in every 
language ; the plea is merely for! 
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consistency in adaptation 

the avoidance of a multiplicity of 
useless words and phrases. ‘The 
peculiar natuce of the Chinese 
language and the circumstances in 
which the country is now plac:

formity into the present diversified 
conglomeration of tongues known 
as Chinese. 

Although a literary court of 
appeal on the lines of the French 
Academy has never found favour 
in Great Britain, it would be 
difficult to argue from the present 
condition of the English language 
that we have derived unqualified 
advantages from the resultant 
freedom. To-day there is no 
authority in enjoyment of unchal- 
lenged jurisdiction in regard to the 
English ‘anguage, and the result 
is a tendency for every writer to 
be a law unto himself. "A study of 
contemporaneous literature will 

































show the woeful effect of this 
absence of a recognized au- 
thority. Each fresh compila- 
tion on the English language, 
in so far as it can point to 





scholarship and research, lays claim 
to be the standard work for the 
time being, and this position is now 
occupied, presumably, by “The 
Oxford English Dictionary.” Some

A TELEGRAM from our Tokio 
correspondent in this morning’s 
issue calls to mind the fact that the 
pacification of Korea is still far 
from being complete. Little news 
of the progress of the work reaches 
the outside world, but the official 
organ at Seoul purports to give a 
chronicle of the casualties among’ 
the insurgents. Even from this 
list, which is not to be regarded as 
exhaustive, it is clear that the in- 
surrection covers a wide area and 
that the task of suppression is being 
carried out rigorous!y, if not rath- 
lessly. A reliable t:.veller from 
northern Korea considers that the 
process comes dangerously near to 
the extermination of the inhabitants 
of the disaffected districts, and such 
an opinion seems to find some con- 
firmation in the ingenaous state- 
ment attributed to a Japanese staff 
officer in the course of an interview. 
A Captain Nakajima, attached to 
the Headquarters staff, recently 
concladed a tour in the central 
provinces and in recounting his ex- 
periences to a Japaneso correspon- 
dent “ admitted that there was some 
difficulty in distingaishing the 
ioters from the peaceable inhabi- 
‘The “energetic suppres 
sive measures” adopted in the last 
month were largoly responsible for 
the “ satisfactory ” results already 
achieved, and he was confident that 
the insurrection would be com- 
pletely stamped out in the near 
fatare. It must be presumed that 
Captain Nakajima’s optimism was 
confined to the central provinces 
which he had recently visited ; for 
accounts from the north of the 
peninsula by no means support his 
. convictions.’ Early in July no 
less than twenty-six collisions in 
three days were reported between 
insargents and Japanese troops, and 





the casualties among the formor|s 


amounted to the disproportionate 
totals of 165 killed and 51 taken 
prisoners. Subsequently there have 
been reports of further serious 
encounters; and although the 
details are challenged by the 
authorities, there is evidence to 
show that’ the hostility to Japan's 
hegemony still finds expression in 
organized resistance. 

Meanwhile Japan’s administra 
tion of the country has met with 
an unexpected challenge from her 
‘own people. For two years the 
various Japanese municipalities in 
Korea have enjoyed a measure of 
self-government that gave them 
the power of electing their mayors 
by popular suffrage. This privilege 
has suddenly been withdrawn, and 
the action of the Residency-Greneral 
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has encountered such outspoken 
opposition that already two Japan- 
ese newspapers have had to be 
suppressed, apparently for exceed- 
ing the limits of permissible 
criticism. On the part of the 
authorities it is alleged that the 
system has been exposed to grave 
abuses ; that political cliyues have’ 
sprung into power and have con- 
trolled the elections in the interests 
of specials provinces of Japan ; 
that they have misappropriated the 
public funds for the emoluments of 
their officials, while starving the 
public services. “Road making, 
sanitation, education and such 
matters, it is urged, occupy an 
entirely secondary place in the vista 
of these electors ; and there are 
even instances of a community 
numbering 10,000, which relies on 
the assistance of the Residency- 
General for the maintenance of a 
solitary school.” On the other 
hand the older colonics appear to 
have made satisfactory use of the 
system of popular election, and the 
action of the Resident-General in 
compelling them to accept anomince 
mayor is likely to be resented by: 
them even more strongly than by 
the less reputable municipalities. 
The withdrawal of constitutional 
privileges is a more serious ander- 
taking than tho refusal to grant 
them in response to popular 
clamour, und the agitation among 
the Japanese in Korea is reported 
to be on the increase. 

While the problem of dealing 
with the recalcitrant municipalities 
is essentially one for settlement 
among the Japanese themselves, 
we cannot help thinking that the 
course which the suppression of 
the insurrection is taking calls for 
friendly representations on the part 
of those whose services would not 
be open to misunderstanding in 
Jupan. Unfortunately, those who 
have constituted themselves the 
ial champions of Korea have 
allowed their advocacy to be carried 
to such extreme lengths that they 
have prejudiced the cause they have 
at heart and in some cases have 
rendered themselves incapable of 
further action. It will be readily 
understood that the Residency- 
General has its’ bands sufficiently 
full at this juncture with the 
organization of the civil administra 
tion, and that consequently the 
work of suppressing insurrection 
must be left in. the hands of the 
military authorities. The latter 
are well qualified to carry ont 
their task on a war footing, 
but are too often tempted to 
ignore the civil responsibilities 








attaching to such work in a de- 
pendent State. It may appear a 
simple solution of Japan’s problem 
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a Korea to depopalate whole 
districts under the cloak of the 
suppression of insurrection ; but 
these measnres will lay up for 
Japan an heritage of evil which 
immediate benefits will be wholly 


unable to outweigh. In her own 


interests, therefore, us well as in 
the cause of humanity we should 
like to see serious attempts made 
to parley with the misguided in- 
surgents hefore irreparable harm 
has been done to Japan’s prestige

ROADS IN CHINA. 
August 12. 

Roans have been well described 
as the arteries of commerce, and 
though the advent of railways in 
Europe and America has to a large 
extent robbed them of their im- 
portance us highways for the 
conveyance of passengers and goods 
over long distances, they still 
remain an indispensable adjanct to 
the commercial and social life of the 
West. Every great colonizing na- 
tion from the time of the Romans 
has realized the importance of road- 
making for the development and 
administration of its possessions and 
the magnificent work of the Roman 
road-makers has left an indelible 
impression upon every country over 
which Rome held sway. In our 
own days the first steps taken in 
the administration of new colonial 

sions by any of tho great 
owers is the construction of well- 
made highways, which not only 
serve to develop the trade of the 
districts through which they pass, 
but also render it possible to civilize 
the natives and to ensuro law and 
order. Especially are good roads 
a necessity to a country that is 
densely popalated, for so long as 
means of communication are con- 
fined to narrow paths, travel and 
commerce are carried on at a 
disadvantage, and it is imposstble 
either to polico or light the 
neighbourhood ..:tisfactorily. 

Tn the ease of China it is, perhaps, 
unfortunate that the eagerness both 
on her part and among Western 
natians to extend railway develop- 
ment in this country should have 
arisen before the indispensability of 
roads has been recognized. There 
is the consequent danger that 
railways will be regarded as 
a permanent substitute and the 
need for good roads in the general 
development of the empire will 
be ignored. Strictly speaking, 
except in and around the treaty 
ports, China has no highways that 
could lay claim in Europe to the 
title of roads. The great highways 
that have been trade routes between 
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China and adjacent countries for 
centuries are, as Dr. J. MacGowan 
recently pointed out in these 
columns, merely ill-kept footpaths, 
‘often not more than four feet wide, 
and frequently far less. Except 
in Northern China, where roughly 
constructed carts are used, no’ 
wheeled vehicles other than that 
peculiarly Chinese production, the 
wheel-barrow, are to be seen on 
the highways, and where hills have 
to be traversed transport is almost 
entirely limited to human carriers. 
Tt is trae that large tracts of the 
country are intersected with canals, 
which provide a useful means 
of communication and transport 
when they are deep enongh to 
permit the passage of boats ; but 
in times of drought and famine 
they have proved lamentably in- 
adequate, and resort has had to be 
had to wheel-barrow transport, 
with the result that thousands have 

ished before food could be 
Prought to their doors. Yet, heed- 
Jess of the lessons of the past, the 
conservancy of creeks and canals) 
is persistently neglected by the 
native authorities, and when a 
famine or a rebellion occurs in one 
of the inland provinces the greatest: 
difficulty is experienced in bringing 
supplies or troops to the spot. 
Except where there are navigable 
canals, or railways have opened up 
the land, travel in (hina is tedious 
and the acme of discomfort, and 
journeys which, on a macadamized 
highway, would occupy a few days, 





occupy weeks or even months, by 
mule Titer, sedan chair, or on foot. 
In many districts the only means 
of communication between village 
and village consists of a raised 
mnd path between the paddy fields, 
which is impassable in the rain. 
Even where a more substantial, 
stone-paved path has been con- 
structed, it is dangerous in wet 
weather, and uncomfortable under 
foot in dry. 

It is not necessary to go far 
beyond our own borders to realize 
the trnth of what has been stated 
above. It is still regarded as 
something “of a feat to bicycle to 
the Hills, only eighteen miles away, 
and except for the roads that have 
been made by the Municipality 
there are practically no properly 
constructed thoroughfares ontside 
the Settlement boundary. We are 
completely isolated from the sur- 
rounding country, so far as 
vehicular traffic is concerned, and 
though the foreign community has 
from time to time endeavoured to 
carry into effect road-making 
schemes beyond the Settlement) 
limits, it has been consistently met 
by the opposition of the Chinese 
authorities. The road to the Hills, 


projected some years ago, is still 
no nearer realization, and from 
whatever motive, the Chinese quite 
fail to appreciate the benefits that: 
would acerae from a system of 
well-made roads in the adjacent 
country. It may be argued that 
difficulties of communication have 
been an important factor in pro- 
moting the stability of this ancient 
Empire ; but that argument can no, 
longer bold its ground ‘The advent 
of railways, steamships and the 
telegraph, the remarkable growth 
in the number of native news- 
papers, have already removed most 
of the barriers that formerly 
isolated the provinces from one 
another. The peace and solidarity 
of China no longer depend upon the: 
jealous control of the dissemination 
of news by an autocratic Ventral Go- 
vernment, but upon the turning to 
advantage of new conditions. In the 
development of (hinese commerce 
and promotion of the prosperity of 
the people at large the construction 
of roads must play an important 
part, and it is to be hoped that 
this important factor, which hus 
been so long overlooked will shortly 
receive the attention it deserves. 





CHINA’S POSTAL 
ADMINISTRATION. 


August 12. 

A petay of three months in the 
appearance of the Postal Secretary’s 
report on the working of the 
Imperial Post Office had not passed 
unnoticed, but the explanation 
given by Mr. A. E. Hippisley is 
probably the least expected. From 
the beginning of this year the 
Chinese calendar has been sub- 


and its progress as well as its 
educational influence “upon the 
people will be maintained, regurd- 
less of the periods for which retarns 
of its accounts and statistics are 
made. No less than 707 new places 
have been opened to postal business 
during the year, raising the total 
number of Offices and Agencies to 
2,803, and postal articles (exclud- 
ing parcels) handled, which ose 
from 76,000,000 in 1905 to 
113,000,0°0 ‘in 1906, amounted 
for the year under review to 
167,000,000, an increase of fifty 
per cent. Parcels carried have 
risen from 1,032,000 in 1905 and 
1,383,000 in 1906 to 1,917,000 in 
1907 ; while money orders, which 
in 1905 represented a value of 
$1,230,000 and of $2,339,000 in 
1906, were issued to the amount of 
$3,375,000. Again no budget of 
the Post Office is appended to 
the Report ; but in instituting a 
comparison with India, which in 
1890 secured an equilibrium 
between receipts and expenditare in 
the neighbourhood of £1,000,000, 
the Postal Secretary adds, “ Beside 
these figures the income of the 
I. P. O. occupies a very modest pos- 
ition.” It is indebted to the Mari- 
time Customs for services which, 
if dispensed with, would involve an 
additional expenditure of $750,000, 
and from other remarks in the 
Report it is to be inferred that 
the Post Office, «lthough mak- 
ing striking progress, is still 
very far from paying its way. 
Although the idea of a National 
Postal System had taken such a 
firm hold of the official mind in 
Peking in 1876 that the Tsungli 
Yamén, was prepared to see a 























stituted for the foreign calendar in 
the rendering of accounts and 
statistics at all postal establishments. 
“The change,” it is stated, “ had 
sooner or later to be made to meet 
national ideas and customs and to 
suit the requirements of a Chinese 
administration.” Although the 
innovation is a matter of small 
moment, we confess to a feeling of 
regret on learning of the decision 
of the Postal authorities. The 
abolition of an antiquated method 
of chronology, like the elimination 
of obsvlete customs and the reform 
of her currency, was to be regarded 
as a useful contribution to the 
political regeneration of China, 
and to confirm the Government in 
its adherence to one or other of its 
traditional failings by adapting it 
to a department under foreign 
supervision savours of setting back 
the clock. Be that as it may, 
however, the Imperial Post Office 
has firmly established its position 
in the body politic of the country, 











reference to the subject embodied 
in the Chefoo Convention of that 
year, twenty years élapsed before. 
the Decree creating an Imperial 
Post for all China was issued. In 
part this long hesitation to carry 
out a good resolution was due to 
the fact that the two postal instita- 
tions already possessed by China 
from time immemorial—the Im- 
peril Government Courier Service 
and the native posting agencies— 
had taken too firm soak in 
popular tradition and respect. The 
establishment of the Imperial Post 
Office left both these institutions 
free to carry on their business on 
their own merits, and it was clear 
at the outset that at least the min- 
cha, or postal hongs, and the new 
system were embarked on a strena- 
ous competition, which could only 
result in “the survival of the fittest.” 
‘This expectation has been realized. 
for each year no small portion of 
the Report on the Post Office is 
devoted to a consideration of the 
rivalry of the native postal agencies. 
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It has to be admitted that the 
Imperial system has throughout, 
dealt leniently with the min-cha, 
but its determination to force them 
ont of existence is none the less 
emphatic. In the early days of 
the Post Office there was ample 
room for both systems and a 
modus vivendi was arranged by 
which the Government service 
undertook to forward the hongs’ 
clubbed packages on payment. Reg- 
istration was ordered with a view to 
check smuggling ; but it was found 
to be of little value, as the registered 
hongs indalged in the practice as} 
mach as those that elected to re- 
main unregistered. From the 1907 
Report it would appear that the 
vitality of the min-cha bas at last 
nd that if they are 
dying hard, it is mainly owing to 
the difficulty experienced by the 
Postal authorities in persuading 
local officials to -give effect to the 
spirit of the edict that aimed at the 
suppression of offending hongs. 

e Postal Secretary, however, 
wisely looks to improvement in the 
Government system rathor than to 
legislation to seal the fute of the 
min-cha. Prompt delivery and Inte 
collection and the establishment of 
fast day-and-night oourier services 
must ultimately lead to thei 
absorption, and indications that the 
process has begun in real earnest 
are reported in every direction. In 
Canton alone the year bas witnessed 
the extraordinary increase in 
the number of letters for local de- 
livery from 44,000 to 445,000. In 
Fakien province a fast day-and- 
night service accomplishes the 213 
miles from Changchow to Tingchow 
in sixty-six hours, through districts 
infested with tigers and other wild 
animals, “ whereas formerly mails 
were often as long as five weeks on 
the road.” The astonishing develop- 











ment in the valuo of money orders|a 


issued testifies to the popularity of 
this branch of the service, and little 
consideration is required to under- 
stand that the proportions attained 
by the business cause the Depart- 
ment some enxiety. It is no 
secret that efforts are made by the 
Chin@e public to use the postal 
facilities afforded in order to 
gamble in exchange, and there is 
little cause for wonder that “the 
work of remittance in China 
demands unremitting attention.” 
The lament of the Postal Secretary 
over different currencies continually 
fluctuating is timely and it will be 
readily believed that “ the establish- 
ment of a uniform national currency 


would be welcomed by no 
one more warmly than by the 
Posts dministration.” Finally

the foreign Post Office: The 

tipathy to the alien administra- 
tions mast increase with the steady 
extension and improvement of 
the Chinese postal system ; bat 
foreign Governments cannot over- 
look the fact that the permanency 
of present conditions in the Chinese 
Post Office depends entirely on the 
absence of interference with its 
foreign organizers. In view of the 
spirit that actuates modern China 
we may leatn at any moment that’ 
the Chinese Government has taken 
over the postal administration, and 
it would be idle to imagine that 
the high standard now obtaining 
would then be mai ed. The 
disabilities onder which China 
suffers to-day should not be con- 
sidered individually nor should 
timo be wasted in endeavouring 
to remove them individually. With 
a reformed China they will cease 
automatically ; but the work of 
reform can only be accomplished 
gradually, by systematic — effort 
directed from the bottom upwards.

[quarter's statement tha®no reduc- 
tion on the estimated expenditure 
was to be anticipated. On the 
other hand there would seem to be 
fow instances where Budget figures 
have been exceeded in the first half- 
year, and the net result is a slight! 
diminution on the estimates. In- 
dividual items hardly call for refer- 
ence, but it may be noticed in 
pa-sing that the royalty of five per 
cent on the gross receipts of the 
Tramway Service, which was sup- 
posed to yield, on a conservative 
estimate, Tls. 15,000 for the year, 
hus added only Tis. 3,696 to the 
ordinary revenue for the first 


four months of operation. An- 
other six weeks will show to 
what extent the Tramway returns 
are being maintained even at the 
lower level, and should there still 
be a falling off, the Council may 
have to hand the necessary “ devel- 
opments” required for the favour- 
able consideration of the Tramway 
Manager's new schedule of fares. 
Ordinary revenue for the half-year 
amounted to Tis. 1,179,062 and or- 
dinary expenditure to Tls. 933,205, 
the estimates for the whole year 
being respectively Tis. 2,429,920 
and Tis. 2,041,869. 


JAPANESE ETHICS, 
August 13, 

AN article in “The Manchester 
Guardian,” which we reproduce on 
another page, calls attention to the 
fact that the controversy between 
Great Britain and Japan over the 
piracy of British trade-marks by 
Japanese subjects is still far from 
being settled. Considerable time 
has now elapsed since the subject 
was first taken up by the China 
Association, and it is gratifyin, 
to know that its action has ha 
the effect of bringing home to the 
Imperial Government the serious- 
ness of the evil. The specific 
cases of piracy, rightly demanded 
by the Foreign Office beforo it 
consented to take steps in the 
matter, have been supplied by the 
three instances quoted by “The 
Manchester Guardian, .” and one at 
least of these, the ‘* Croccdile” 
ark, bas been the subject of 
direct communications between the 
two Governments. The Tokio an- 
thorities, however, persist in their 
contention that, as the “Crocodile” 
mark has been in the undisputed 
use of a shana firm for three 
years since February 1903, when 
it was registered, it has become 
the legal property of that firm 
‘according to the Japanese Trade- 
mark Laws, Needless to say, such 
a contention is contrary to all 
principles of equity and cannot 
possibly be accepted by any Govern- 
ment interested in upholding the 
best traditions of fair and honour- 
able trading. No surprise will be 
felt, therefore, that the case should 
have been brought again to the 
notice of the Tokio authorities by 
the British Government, which has 
had by this time ample evidence to 
show that from a foreign stand- 
point the Japanese Trade-mark 
Laws are most unsatisfactory. 
Until provision is made in those 
laws to enable a trade-mark to be 
struck off the register on

low estimation, and the Govern. 
ment must be exposed to the 
humiliation of having amendments 
to its domestic laws urged upon 
it by foreign countries. When it 
has been proved so conclusively 
that the sole effect of Japan’s pre- 
sent Trade-mark Laws is to enable 
her subjects to trade on unfair 
lines, it becomes difficult, indeed, 
to understand the attitude of any 
civilized Government that would 
seek to’ encourage breaches of 
international comity by refusing to 
amend those Laws. 

‘This attitude of the Japanese 
Government, together with the ap- 
parent partiality of its courts of law 
where disputes between its nationals 
and foreigners are involved, lends 
colour to the belief that certain 
psychological characteristics of the 

_ Japanese will always prevent them 
from conforming to the Euro- 
pean standard of international 
morality. We should be sorry to 
subscribe to this view, for we 
prefer to think that the short- 
comings of the Japanese, which 
are, unfortunately, bringing the 
nation rapidly into world-wide ill 
repute, are due more to a lack of 
suitable personnel for their imperial 

nirements than to an ineradic- 
able viciousness in the nation. The 
piracy of trade-marks as well as 
the maladministration of justice 
are so clearly inimical to the 
interests of Japan at this junctare, 
that no Government with the native 
shrewdness of the Japanese would 
allow them to be perpetuated, if it 
possessed to hand the miachinery 
to stop them. In the former we 
may note the relics of Oriental 
Tshmaelisin at work, which drives 
each man to rely solely upon 
guile to forward his- own interests 
to the detriment of those of his 
neighbour; the latter is due to the 
fact that the demands of the 
courts have altogether outstripped 
the supply of capable magistrates 
and judges. Recent proceedings 
at the Japanese Consular Court in 
this Settlement have aroused a 
storm of contempt and indignation, 
which tends, not unnaturally, to 
vent itself in prejudice against the 
nation at large. We should be 
loth, however, to believe that the 
exhibition given from the Japanese 
Consular Bench last Monday finds, 
support or commendation in au- 
thoritative Japanese circles. The 
difficulty of findinga more creditable 
holder of the office may prevent 
an immediate change on the 

Bench ; but it is not to be sup- 

posed that the magisterial excesses 

‘of that occasion will be passed 

without notice. Some indication 
of the, elementary stage in which 

Japanese justice still finds itself is| 

















given by the sentence of three 
fy imprisonment passed yester- 

y on a Japanese for assaulting, 
fa tiesha coolie. A few days ago 
the same Magistrate informed one 
of his nationals that he was justi- 
fied in assaulting ricsha coolies ; 
but it would seem as if in the: 
meantime the tyro had been 
taken to task by his superior, 
and when the next case of assault 
occurs, he summons up courage 
to punish the offender. Clearly 
if an important centre as Shanghai 
yith a Japanese popalation of 
several thousand can only be 
provided with such an irresponsible 
‘and erratic official, the supply of 
magistrates in Japan must be most 
limited. It is impossible, how- 
ever, to forget the strain put 
upon the country by its newly 
acquired imperial obligations, and 
hope that the studied 
‘ion of the British Govern- 
ment in making friendly repre- 
sentations will be more effective than 
the captious criticism which Japan 
is likely to meet with elsewhere. 
In the meanwhile, however, a grave 
injury has been dealt to Japan's 
prestige by the action of its official 
in the Consular Court lust Monday, 
and it is this aspe:t of the case 
that should he borne in mind in 
Tokio. 








TRAMWAY FARES. 
August 14. 
Nor the least interesting portion 
of last week’s Municipal Minutes 
is that containing a summary of 
the proposals put forward by the 
Manager of the Tramway Company 
for a reorganization of its service. 
While many ratepayers must have 
been disappointed that the matter 
was deferred for further considera- 
tion at a later date, it must not be 
forgotten that the trams have not 
yet been running for six months, 
and it cannot be doubted that any: 
serious consideration of the pro- 
posals now put forward should be 
based on at least half a year’s work- 
ing. Many,difficulties are involved, 
and many abstruse calculations will 
have to be sifted before a definite 
revision of the terms of the original 
concession can be undertaken. We 
fully concur with the view that 
some modifications of the original 
‘agreement will have to be made. 
The time that has elapsed since the 
initiation of the service has been 
sufficient to make apparent the 
principal drawbacks of the present 





system, andas the Tramway Com- 
pany has shown that itis really 
endeavouring to provide the Shang- 
hai public with an up-to-date and 
efficient service, we have no doubt 
that any proposals they put forward 
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| be received sympathetically. It 
is hardly to be wondered at that 
the inauguration of 4 tramway 
service in the Settlement, where 
there are so many conditions 
non-existent elsewhere, should 
bring to light unforeseen diffical- 
ties, which even a carefully drafted 
agreement fails to meet when put 
to the test of actual experience, 
And now that the management of 
the Company has been transferred 
from an engineering to an adminis. 
trative expert, it is time that these 
deficiencies should be tabulated, and 
an honest attempt made to grapple 
with them. In so doing it must 
not, however, be forgotten that the 
Chinese must always form the bulk 
of the Tramway’s clientéle, and no 
proposals which entail hardship on 
the poorer classes should be adopted 
without careful consideration. 

The proposals of the Tramway 
Company as embodied in a memo- 
randum’ published in the Municipal 
Minutes last week are simple, 
yet comprehensive, and with a 
exceptions, they may well be adop- 
ted ultimately. They comprise: » 
rearrangement of sections, by re- 
ducing them from 1-14 miles to $-} 
mile : cheap long distanco fares in 
both classes ; a reduction of first 
class fares ; first-class season tickets 
at $8 per month ; and the aboli- 
tion of the present clumsy system 
of second-class coupons. With 
these suggestions we propose to 
deal seriatim. First, in regard 
to fare sections, it must be noted 
that the proposal of the Com- 
pany is to reduce the present 
sections by about one half, charging 
three cents and two cents per 
section for first and second-class 
respectively. ‘Thus, if the present 
section from the Yangkingpang 
to Defence Creek were split up into 
two sections, the — second-<lass 
passenger would have to pay four 








cents, instead of three (or two by 
coupons) as at present, and the 
first-class passenger would pay six 
cents instead of five. This increase, 
however, disappears when any 
distance beyond two sections is 
travelled, as the long distance faret 
of six and nine cents then “come 
into operation. If the advantage 
of this proposal is considered to 
outweigh the increase over 

first two sections, it might be 
possible to render the sections more 
elastic, as on the French system. 
where the sections are mach shorter 
anda fare of thrée cents (second 
class) or five cents (first-class) 
entitles a passenger to travel over 
any three sections on the line. 
‘Anomalies such as charging the 
same fare from the Yangkisspisd 
to the Astor House, and 

either point to Defence Creek, * 
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much longer journey, would then 
disappear ‘A reduction in first- 
class fares is an obvious necessity, 
in the interests of the company 
and its patrons. Each car contains 
seating accommodation for twelve 
first and ‘twenty second-class pas- 
sengers, so that 37} per cent of the 
passengers should travel first-class, 
and, on the present basis of fares, 
the receipts from the first and 
second classes should be in the 
proportion of sixty cents to forty 
respectively. Yet experience has 
shown that !ess than 10 per cent 
of the Company’s receipts come 
from the first-class, and over 90 
per cent from the second. We do 
not believe that there are two 
opinions about the proposal to 
issue first-class season tickets at $8 
per month, and with regard to 
this we only hazard a suggestion 
that some arrangement might be 
made whereby it would be pos- 
sible to issue season tickets available 
over both French and International 
systems. It might be ‘possible, 
also, to issue second-class season 
tickets for the benefit of Chinese. 
The present system of checking 
second-class coupons has been the 
subject of much complaint, and it 
has only been rendered necessary 
by the practice of selling coupons 
at one-third less than the cash 
value of the second-class fare. 
‘This was a matter about which the 
Council took a very strong stand 
ut the outset, but the second-class 
coupon has proved to he a greater 
advantage to the foreign commanity 
than to the Chinese, ax the impeea- 
nious coolie, who can seldom afford 
to invest a dollar in tickets, has to 
pay a higher fare than the well-to- 
do foreigner. 

The Tramway Company, which 
took over the concession from 
Messrs. Bruce, Peebles & Co., the 
contractors, can with i 
complain that several 
conditions of the original agree- 
ment fail to moet tho intention of 
the parties. For instance, Clause 
22 provides for a revision of fares 
‘on the basis of the rate of exchange 
between taels and sterling, bat 
ignores the equally serious finctua- 
tions in subsidiary coinage. The 
Company réceives no revenue in 
taels ; with the exception of books 
of coupons all its receipts are in 
small coinage. When the service 
was begun, it experienced a loss 
of 10 per cent. on subsidiary’ 
coinage; now that loss is fully 
18 per cent., and there is no 
machinery in the agreement to 
meet this loss. The concession 
provides for the payment of fares 
fn Mexican dollar cents, each of 
which must “be regarded as one- 
hundredth of a dollar, whereas the 





Company has now to accept local 
cents, which are at a discount, 
while still paying in tael currency 
for its power. Nor can another im- 
portant phase of the Company’s 
working be overlooked. It is inevit- 
able that a demand will arise for an 
extension of the tramway servico— 
already there have been complaints 
in these columns that rails are not 
laid to the ge of the Hongkew 
Recreation Ground. But unless 
the Company receives a fair return 
on its capital, it cannot be expected 
to regard any schemes for farther 
outlay with enthusiasm, or to show 
any eagerness to improve upon such 
facilities as are now offered. The 
willingness with which the Vom- 
pany has met demands for a service 
from the Gardens at the conclusion 
of the evening performances of the 
band.—a facility which, we under- 
stand, will be extended to the Rifle 
Range this evening on the occasion 
of the first performance of the 
band in the Hongkew Recreation 
Ground—shows that a genuine 
effort is being made to meet the 
requirements of the public. In 
justice to the Company, therefore, 
any reasonable modifications w 
experience shows to be necessary 
shonld be, and we have no doubt 
will be, met in a liberal spiri

In spite of 
this, the price rales very low, only some 
fifteen cents an ounce for the raw drug. 
The low price is accounted for by 
the non-appearance of the buyers who 
used to flock into the province 
from the neighbouring provinces, whilst 
the Hankow merchants, who bring up 
foreign cloth, ete., used to go back laden 
with opium. Now the opium seems to 
be consumed for the most part locally, 
as there is no outlet. There is no 
hindrance to the smoking of the drag 
and rich and poor go on as of yore, 

In the begioning of July a Trin-teai 
arrived here from Peking to examin 
into the amount of the land sown. He 
made what may be called a flying visit, 
examining the books in the yamén, 
and comparing the records with the 
fields sown in afew places by way of 
check. We hear that he was to make

THE OLYMPIC GAMES. 

It was unfortunate that the opening 
of the Olympic Games on Monday 
* ld have taken place during the 

t twenty-four eee Baal wa have 
had ip England for more than two 
years. However, soon after the fanfare 
of trampets announced to the thousands 
who could not hear His Majesty's voice 
that the King had declared the Games 
opened, the weather began to clear a 
little, and soon the rain ceased altoge- 
ther. But it had kept many away, and 
there were a good many vacant seats in 
the vast amphitheatre. Even the 
however, could not spoil the magnificent 
which was attended by most 
embers of the Royal Family in 
addition to the King and Queen, as 
well as the Crown Prince and Princess 
of Sweden, the Duke and Duchess of 
Sparta, and the Maharajah Prime 
Minister of Nepal. So far the 
weather has remained unsettled and 
showery all the week, bnt if it 
has marred tho comfort of spectators 
of the game, it has scarcel 
first day, diminished thei 
It is undoubtedly the most wonderfal 
concourse of athletes that the world has 
ever seen, for it is of course the first 
Olympic carnival that has been held in 
what we may withont arrogance claim 
to be the metropolis of the world of 
sport. Already two or three world’s 
records have been broken ; and so far 
England has fairly held her own. 

THE NAVAL “INCIDENTS.” 

Beveral qnestions have been nddressed 
to Ministers in the Honse of Commons 
this week on the subject of the friction 
between Sir John Fisher, Lord Charles 
Beresford and Sir Perey Scott, and the 
sensational story of a narrowly averted 
collision is told by “The Times” 
last week ; but the Government has 
consistently held to the statement that 
it is without information an the subject, 
and that no investigation can take place 
until the close of the naval manovavres, 
Meanwhile there has been # good deal 
of correspondence on the subject in 
“The Times,” which has been severely 
taken to task for publishing the story 
of the averted collision at a time when 
Lord Charles could not seca Nari 
himself. I happen to know that at 
least three other London journals—

STEAMBOAT STRIKE. 


The national holiday on July 14 
was celebrated in Paris by 
On the Sunday preceding 
day, which fell on Tuesday, the entire 
staff of the company which works the 
passenger steamners on the Seine sudden- 
ly stopped work to the great annoyance 
ot ‘the pnblic, with whom the steamboats 
are very popular on Sundays and holi- 
days. The traffic is especially heavy on 
Jaly 14, as the boats provide a cheap 
and agreeable way of going to and from 
the review at Longchaimps, and it is es- 
timated that on the Sunday and Tues- 
day the company lost between four and 
five thousand pounds. In so doing the 
men no doubt hoped to teach the 
company a severe lesson, bat their cal- 
culations have failed entirely, and, jadg- 
ing by present appearances, they have 
merely performed the operation known 
‘as cutting off one’s nose to spite one’s 
face. The men’s chief demand was 
for a reduction of working hours 
to twelve per day, but the managing 
director of the Company, which has 
never succeeded in paying more than a 
very modest dividend, asserts that it 
will be impossible to earn any interest 
‘on the capital if the request is granted, 
and that the company will be wound 
up rather than work at a loss. There 
is no way of increasing the compan 
receipts, because if the fares in P: 
were put up to three half-pence instead 
of a penay, thus making them equal in 
price to those outside a tramcar or 
omnibus, the steamboats would im- 
mediately lose an appreciable part of 
their traffic, as their week-day patrons 
now consist largely of workmen and 
people of very moderate means, to 
whom the extra halfpeony per journey 
makes a considerable difference. No 
doubt the end of it will be that the 
Municipal Council will be persuaded to 
take over the fleet and run the 
long-suffering ratepayer being 
on hand to settle the balance when it 
turns out to be on the wrong side.

‘That meeting evidently failed to 
disapprove of it, and in fact, nobody 
has denounced the affair, 90 far, save a 
clerical member of the Duma, a pro- 
minent Liberal member, called Shings- 
reff, and one very small and obscure 
journal called the "* Kopeck.” All the 
other papers seem to regard it as an 
excellent sporting event, and crowds of 
eager reporters besieged the residences 
of the duellists, whose seconds (thouh 
the rales probibit it) readily gave away 
the time and place of meeting.

Meanwhile the local papers are amusing 
themselves publishing caricatures in 
which prominent members of the Duma 
fare represented as practising hard with 
pistols aod rapiers in view of their 
being all probably mixed up in duels 
next session, General Kiryeéfl, a great 
authority on duelling, has been inter- 
viewed on the subject of this encounter 
by the ‘ Bourse Gazette" to which he 
declared that the seounds should not 
have Gired in the air to see if the pistols 
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were in good condition.“ That's what 
attracted the police,” he added mourn- 
fally. His final words were: “The 
duel must be repeated.”

He 
was well educated, having finished the 
St. Petersburg University last year, 
was the author of several clever novels, 
‘and was able to dash off neat verse. 
Next year be would have entered the 
Horse Guards, of which his father is 
‘the commandant, and he might 
have risen to one of the highest positions 
inthe army. The enormous advantages 
with which he was beginning life were 
shown by the sort of people who attended 
his faneral—a Grand Duke, a Prince, 
members of the imperiel suite and 
representatives of the lesdingifembas- 
ies. Among the wreaths deposited 

















on bis grave was s beautiful one from 
the Empress-Dowager. ; 

‘This unfortunate young man certainly 
made hosts of friends during his life 
time, but be also made one enemy. 
This was Count Manteufel, an officer 
of the Life Guards, with whose wife he 
had been carrying on an intrigue, the 
dramatic discovery of which on one 
‘occasion by the Count, led to the fatal 
duel. The place of meeting was that 
whereon Prince Napolzon Marat lately 
met in successio1 0 brothers of the 
name of Plea. the first dischar; 
nobody was hurt. At the second, tl 
young Prince fell, face forward, on the 
ground, shot through the breast. He: 
muttered something, but nobody coald 
gather the meaning of it, and, before 
the ambalance had arrived, he was 
dead. Tho body was brought to his 
father’s palace on the Moika, and, at 
sizht of it, the domestics set up a cry 
‘of horror and anguish which might 
have drawn tears even from those who 
felt that the Prince deserved what 
he got.

FROM ST. PETERSBURG TO RUSSIA. 

To live in the German city of St. 
Petersburg is not to live in Russia, as 
I realized when, after a long residence 
in Peter 
the invitation of my 
Nikolaivitch to visit him at his house 
the province of Vologda. 

The province of Vologda—which is, 
by the way, considerably larger in 
tent than the British Is ies east of 
the capital, from which it is dis 
abont twenty hours by train ; bat, al- 
though our carriage was crowded, tl 
journey by rail was pleasant, as is 
‘always the case in Russia, owing to 
the kindness and sociability of one’s 
fellow-travellers. No matter how het- 
erogeneous may be the crowd in a 
railway carriage here at the outset, i 
forms, before the end of the jou 
an ideal picnic party.

ornamental grove in front of a gentlo- 
man’s house. This Muscovite wilderness 








itself and it will probably be centuries 
before it can be thinned down, owing to 
the fact that it is one buge marsh and, 
still more, perhaps, to the fact that, on 
this account and also because the trees 
fare growing so close together that many 
of them have been choked, the timber is 
worthless from @ commercial point of 
view. It seems to be subject to periodi- 
cal inundations as, for twenty feet up, 
the tree trunks and brancbes are covered 
with the mud, straws, etc., of great 











No matter how hot the san is 
outside, this forest is always cold and

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of trees covers an area as large as Tyrone| i 
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Of the road I find it difficult to 
speak calmly. In the first place it ix 


doubtful if it can be called a road, 
consisting partly, as it does, of fallen 
trees, bat mostly of holes. "These holes 
are fall of muddy water and the jar 
with which my springless tarantass goos 
down into each of them is 80 violent 
that, before the journey is half-way 
through, I am suffering from all the 
symptoms of sea-sickness. Bad as 
things are, however, they would be 
‘much worse were it not for the extre 
ordinary skill of my driver, who is 
really an artist in his profession. 

One reads of uatrodden lands uoder 
the Southern Cross, but there is more 
untrodden land in those Russian forests 
than in all Ooeania, Right and lef. 
of the track lie areas of forest as big 
as German principality, into which 
nobody ever ventares save revolution- 
ists who want to practise shooting. 


.| A better place for that purpose it 


would be difficult to find, for Karo- 
patkio and Oyama might fight the 
battle of Mukden over again in the 
heart of those woods without the 
wood-entters on the outskirts heanng 
the test echo of the eannonade, 
The general effect is inexpressibly

They stopped 
timidly st the unoeual apparition of » 
tarantass and, as they looked at ox 
earnestly with their bright eyes, I felt 
that I had seldom seen such healthy 
and well-developed specimens ‘of the

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wen the of Belfast and 
the factories of the “ Black Country. 
One of the girls was very hand- 
some and all of them were unmarried, 
as they wore their long, fair bair 
plaited down their backs and as they 
danced, which Russian peasants never 
do after marriage. In another village 
they seemed to be getting ready to 
celebrate a holiday, for all the men and 
women were dressed in their Sunday 
best, and were evidently waiting for the 
musicians to arrive before beginning to 
‘enjoy themselves. 

‘The road which we now followed was 
the only public road in this part of the 
country but, nevertheless, it belonged, 
in places, to the villagers, for there were 
always gates at the points where it 
entered and left a village. As soon as 
the tarantass came in sight, however, 
® tornado of white-baired, bare-footed 
village children would rash on the 
nearest gate and throw it open. Their 
reward was always a handful of cakes, 
whereof we had, for this purpose, laid 
in an ample supply at Vologda, and 
for which there was always s good- 
natured scramble. One little urchin, 
who was ‘cute enough to open three 
gates in succession for us and to 
monopolize, each time, the reward 
intended for all, will probably blossom 
ont eventually’ into a local J. D, 
Rockefeller.

The following is the Report of the 
Executive Committee of the Rocky 
Point Associttion, Peitaiho, for 190 
One of the most serious problems that 
has confronted the Rocky Point Asso- 
ciation in recent years has been the 
securing of an abundant supply of pure 
water. The recordsof every annual meet- 
ing held in the past eight or ten years 
show how much the Association has 
been concerned over this question, and 
most of us remember vividly the keen 
disappointment felt, a few years since, 
when the Japanese professional we 
borers failed in their efforta to get 
































supply of water for us, It is, there- 


fore, with peculiar pleasure, not to 
pride, ‘hat “your Committee report the 
sncceasful digging of three new wells, 
either one or two of which would alone 
provide sufficient water, of the best 
quality, for the use of the entire Aaso- 
ciation. These wells, added to our 
previous three, for ever relieve our minds 
of this all-important problem. The 
work of putting down the new wells has 
been done under the supervision of 
N. 8. Hopkins, u. p, the Vico- 
President of the -Association, ably 
sssinted by Mr. David Evans, to 
both of whom the Association will, 
we are mire, return grateful thanks. 

















It is proposed by your Committee (as 
soon as funds will permit) to pump the 
water from the large new well near the 
Post Office up to a suitable tank 
erected on high ground, from which it 
may be piped to hydrants located at 
convenient points over the entire 
grounds of the Association, and thus 
effect a considerable saving in the 
‘expense of water-carriers. 
Next in importance to the water 
supply is the question of sanitation. 
‘The Association scavengers have, 20 
far as we can learn, done their work 
carefully and faithfully, and there has 
been no serious sickness within the 
bounds of the Rocky Point Association, 
In view of the semi-panic which was 
excited ine the territory sdjoining us 
last year, owing to unreasonable fright 
over s case of cholera which came in 
from elsewhere, it may be of interest 
to the members of the Association to 
know that the most careful inquiry has 
failed to elicit » single case of serious 
illness incarring within the limits of the 
R. P. A. within the past eight years. 
Another matter of considerable in- 
terest is the t lighting of the 
Association Hall. The large lanterns 
ir ile not ornamental nor parti- 
‘illiant, bave been the best 
lable until the present time. 
Now, howerer, = proposition has been 
made to light the Hall with an acetyline 
gas plant, of tw barner power, 
i it will withstand

in first ax a loan, and only purchased 
on condition that they are entirely 
satisfactory. Your Committee has

GROW A LASTING 
WHITE RACE?

fon the subject of “Anglo-Saxon 

Race Suicide” har some bearing upon 

question that has great!y interested 

for many years past and that I 
mut as the heading to this letter. 

may be considered by many as 8 

purely speculative question, and merely 

academic. In one sense this view of it 
contains a certain amount of trath, 
because the answer to it cannot be given, 
with any degree of certainty, for a long 
time to come. The evidence bearing 

‘upon this question ia insufficient for the 

formation of a solid jadgement as yet, 

bat it is now rapidly accumulating, snd 
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already affords grounds for the expres- 
sion of opinions that are not altogether 
indefinite. The consideration of this 
qaestion also tends to throw light upon 
the probabilities of the future, and may 
be found to have a practical bearing 
upon some of the problems that are 
attracting worldwide attention at the 
present time, 

Within the last century an immense 
proportion of the temperate zones 
in the world have been taken posses 
sion of by white races. OF these 
a very small proportion has been 
actually occupied by white people, but 
they are jealously guarding the whole 
area that has come under their charge 
and show strong determination to 
prevent the inflax of people of other 
colours in sufficient numbers to im- 
peril their absolute control of the 
whole area at present under their 
domination. 

This may naturally be considered as 
« spirit of self-preservation which is the 
first law of nature. The methods 
adopted in different countries vary, but 
the object is clearly the same. The 
conditions affecting the position of the 
white race in each area also differ, 
but the ultimate resalt aimed at in 
each of them is the 

‘Most of these areas have fallen under 
the domination of the British race, and 
include Canada, Newfoundland, Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, South Africa, ete. 
comprising a very large proportion of 
the surface of the earth. ‘The question, 
however, is not limited to these, but 
Iso to The United States of 

Mexico, and the Republics 
on the South American Continent 
slo to a part of the Russian 
Empire, in Central Asia and other 
parts of the world. 

The question whether all these vast. 
areas, or which of them, wil! continue 
for an indefinite period, to be peopled 
and governed by white races is one of 
absorbing interest and far-reaching 
importance. 

To say that the white races have 
willed, and are firmly determined to 
retain, without any limit of time, what 
they have iwon, and that any consider- 
ation of the point is an ‘dle waste of 
time, wply to beg the question, and 
4 refusal to weigh the evidence that is 
now rapidly accuronlating. It assnmes 
that the problem is one that homan 
nature can solve by itself, independently 
of all higher laws, ® position that no 
thonghtfal. student of history will 
maintain for a moment. 

I propose merely to draw attention 
at present to two of the factors that 
seem likely to affect the ultimate 
solation of the question, and these are ; 
(1) Climate, and (2) Fecundity of the 
white races. 

As regards climate. Latitude, con- 
sidered by itself, does not afford o 
complete explanation and is subject to 
very important exceptions, yet it 
forvishee very svete and valuable 



































gnide. 

Dividing the races of mankind into 
three or four colomrs it appears that 
natnre has allotted the area extending 
to about thirty degrees on each side of 
the equator as the home of the black 


man; the area between about thirty 
degrees and forty-five degrees as the 
home of the Brown, and Yellow man ; 
and beyond forty-five degrees as the 
home of the white man; and withio 
these areas has provided the conditions 
suitable for the different coloured races. 
The difference between the colours 
of different races arises from the differ- 
ence in the pigment supplied by natare 
to'the skins of the races ively, 
in order to adapt them to their natural 
environinent. 

When white men migrate into 
the area set apart as the home of 
the bieck men they find it difficult to 
live there, and impossible to reproduce 
their own race there indefinitely, and 
the same result occurs when the white 
men migrate into the area set apart as 
the home of the brown or yellow men, 
though the process of deterioration, oF 
extinction, in this case is slower. The 
¢ result ocenrs when the black man 
migrates into the home of the white 
man. 

‘As regards the second factor, the 
fecundity of the white races, there is 
now mach evidence available showing 
that the fertility of the white races is 
decreasing at an alarning rate in 
many parts of the world. During the 
ast few hundred years the white men 
have strayed all over the world 
‘and invaded the areas constituting 
the homes of the black, the brown, 
and the yellow man,” while the 
latter have practically remained in their 
‘own nataral environment, This may 
have had some effect in weakening the 
natural vigour of the white races even 
in their own natural homes, but it seems 
clear, at any rate, from undeniable 
evidence, that the white races are 
decreasing in -fertility in the new 
countries that they have settled in, al- 
though these countries are regarded as 
“temperate zones." At the same time 
it seems also clear that the black, 
brown, and yellow races are increasing 
rapidly io fertility in their own natural 
homes, and steadily providing a larger 
proportion of the population of the 
world. 

‘These thoughts impel the convic- 























tion that there are great nataral 
Iams in operation -that will shape 
our ends rongh = hew —_ them 


how we will, and of which our ignor- 
‘ance, at present, is profound. 

These few crude sentences barely 
tonch even the fringe of the matter, 
bat they are offered in the hope that 
they may induce others to give some 
thought to what is, beyond donbt, an 
extremely interesting subject, and one 
which can only be dealt with in a very 
perfunctory manner in the pages of a 
daily paper.

‘The native 
Papers say that the arrested man was a 
degraded Japanese captain 
wanted by the Japanese Goverment for 
embezzling a large sum of Government 
He had disguised himeelf as « 
Chinese by putting on Chinese dress 
and rqnene and came to Peking some 
time ago in the hope of evading the law 
of his own country. The military police 
in Peking, however, detected the strange 
movements of this disguised Chinese 
and watched him for several weeks be- 
fore they pottnced upon him. Wheo 
the Japanese soldiers entered his house 
to arrest him the ex-captain offered 
stout resistance, bat he was soon over- 
powered and after receiving s wound 
in the left leg from a revolver ballet 
the prisoner was taken to the Japanese 
Legation by the Japanese soldiers, with- 
out the knowledge of the Chinese a1 
thorities. Tt is believed that the 
Tapanese Chargé d’Affaires will bare

ireamstances under which the arrest 
was made withont the consent of the 
Chinese Government.

THE FAUNA 
OF EASTERN ASIA, 


Under the au: sof the Britteh 
Museum, an expedition, tinanced by 
the Dake of Bedford, has been fitted 
‘out to investigate the fauna of Eastern 
‘Asia, After extensive travels throngh 
‘Japan, Korea, the Philippines and 
Saghalien, Mr. Malcolm P. Anderson, 
who is in charge of the expedition, 
started early in this year on a tour in 
‘Shensi snd to the Ordos Desert. Hs] th: 
is accompanied by Mr. A. de C. Sowerby 
from whose pen we publish the follow- 
ing notes on the expedition = 

After a fortnight’s preparation at 
‘Taiynanfa our party, consisting of Mr. 
Malcolm P. Anderson, Mr. E. . Cart- 
wright of the Shansi Imperial Univer- 
sity. who Was to accompany us to the

myself, started off on February 10 in 
‘a sonth-westerly direction for Fenchou. 
The first night we put up at a magni- 
ficent old temple that is built on the 
rocky hillside, just outside the wall of 
a small town named Tsinssu. From 
® well in the temple grounds » fine 
spring flows down to the plain, where. 
i tensively grown, and forms

THE FIRST SPECIMENS, 


We decided to make for a little} 
place called Kueilinti where deer and 
wild boars were to be found, ‘The first 
night after leaving Fenchoufa was spent 
ata small village named Heiangyang. 
‘We left the loess foothills behind next 
day, working up a rocky cafion where 
we secured our first specimens. These 
were three David's squirrels, so named 
after Pére David, a Catholic 
who first discovered the animal in the 
early forties at the Imperial ‘Tombs, 
This active little rodent is usually 
found on the sides of rocky, bush- 
covered hills or ravines. It is of » 
brownish grey colour above and dark 
cteam beneath. The tail is extremely 
bushy. The ears, however, have 00 
tufts. It resembles the chipmunk in 
having a pouch on either side of the 
head opening into the mouth. Into 
these it crams anything it finds in the 
way of food. We took the bagging 
of these somewhat rare animals as a 
good omen of future stccess, 

A little further up the cafion 
we left our mules to go round 
by the road, while we took a short cut 
across a ridge of hills. We soon 
reached Kaeiliati, and we promised 
ourselves a few days’ good hunting. 

However we were doomed to 
appointment, for our mules did not 
tora up. 

Alter finding the males, in a village 
about ten miles away we held « council 
over our next move, and decided that 
after a night’s rest we would go on to a 
place twenty miles south, where the 
natives said that there were high 
mountains and woods, and game was 
plentifal. 

We set off at daybreak and travelled 
ap along, dry river bed, and crossing 
the ridge at the top werked down 
another, finally reaching a spot where 
the mountains were covered with scrub 
and stunted trees. Here we stopped 
and tried to secure quarters. For some 














let us have rooms, and it was with con- 
siderable difficulty that I persuaded the 
proprietor of « camel inn to let us stop 


there. 

T found out afterwards that another 
traveller had been there and apparently 
tend acted with a good deal of violence, 
provoking « hostile spirit.

AN UNSUCCESSFUL HUNT, 


Dnring the weck that we spent in 
this vicinity we hunted through the 
surrounding mountains, but, I am sorry 
to say, we did not succeed in shooting 
any big game. Five boars were seen, 
also two roedeer and a leopard, but no 
one managed to bag any of these. The 
was a particularly fine one, that 

had been killing dogs in the neighbour- 
hood for the past thiee weeks. Mr. 
Cartwright and I with two native hunt 
it from the village up into 
where the bushes were 
tall avd dense. ‘The buge brute was 
pat ap a the end of the ravine, mid 
it doubled Teaught one glimpse 
it leaped over 4 dense patch of 
thorn byshes and disappeared into the 
serub beyond. We followed its tracks 
down the ravine, but found that it had 
doubled once more, and had escaped 
over the ridge at the top. Hera the 
snow had melted s we were unable to 
follow its trail further. Pheasants were 
plentifal, but there was so much scrub 
























) that unless the birds were killed out- 


right they generally eseaped. A great 
many birds were lost in this way. Mr. 
Anderson and I canght few small 
rodents in our traps, while » fox was 
bought from a native hunter for a dollar 
and some strychnine, We also secured 
8 few birds. I was very interested in 
finding some dried bracken fern in these 
mountains, which plant I have not seen 
in North China before. 

We climbed the highest peak in the 
district, the altitude of which we esti- 
mated to be 6,000 feet. The moun- 
‘tains seem to be carboniferous in forma- 
tion. The summits are covered in 
most places with stunted oaks, affording 
shelter for wild boars, whose tracks and 

lows were everywhere. Potatoes, 
let, and oats seem to be the chief 
‘crops grown, though the natives told 
me that they cultivate the opium poppy 
with groat success. 

We reached Ninghsianghsien on the 
2Ath and the end of the following day 
found us at town named Tsingling, 
where a xwift deep stream is utilized by 
the natives to work mills, in which wood 
is ground up to make incense. In this 
‘stream were numerous waterfowl. ‘There 
mere s great number of handsome ducks 
‘of @ species unknown either to Mr. 
Anderson or myself. The colouration of 
these birds was very striking, the back 
and breast being of « brilliant orange, 
while the head was white, the ings 
black and white and the tail black.

We did not stop at Tsinglinghsien,

‘Then every- 
body began to shout, the whip was! 
plied with vigour, while the maleteers| 
‘and ferrymen each one seizing some 
part of the terrified animal's anatomy 
began to push and pall till they succeeded 
in tambling it into the barge. This pro- 
cess was with each mule in 
turn, Some jumped into the barge 
without much trouble, but others were 
obstinate and practically had to belifted 
over the side. The landing was not 80 
@ifficalt for the animals were eager to 
‘wot their fect on terra firma once more. 

THE YELLOW RIVER. 

‘The Huang Ho at this point has « 
width of about one hundred and fifty 
yards.

On 
the Shansi side the mountains are com- 
posed of slate and sandstone, and are 

with loess. They rise abraptly 
from the water's edge for s thousand 
feet or more. On the Shensi side the: 
hille are composed of loess lying upon a 
bed rock of sandstone. They are not 
nearly #0 bigh as the Shansi mountains. 
‘This geological formation extends, as 
‘our subsequent wanderings showed us, all 
over the northern part of Shensi, excep- 
ting the extreme north-eastern corner, 
where the mountains are of sandstone 
with very little loces. 

‘After leaving the Huang Ho we 
struck off in a westerly direction, and 
climbing up into the loess we travelled 
for twenty odd miles along wind swept 
ridges, finally reaching » village named 
Yuho. Nextday we resched Shniteh- 
chou. 











OSPRRITY AND POVERTY. 

The country between the Yellow 
River and Sbuitehchou showed ene of 
greater prosperity than we seen in 
Bheoei. The people looked healthier 
‘and less stupid than their brothers of 
the neighbouring province, while the 
temples and dwellings were all in good 
repair. The opium curse was almost 
unknown. From Shuitebchou on, the 
country through which we passed showed 
nothing but poverty and distress in 
every direction. All the large town 
were in asad state of disrepait 
walls broken down and crumbling and 
their houses little better than disused 
rains; while the inhabitants were 
shiftless and much given over to opium 
smoking. On March 2 we left 
Shuitehchou. 

Scarcely bad we started when sno1 











began to fall, and continued sll a 
“At sights pat up at « miserable litt 
place falled Bhibtanebyi. 
\ imp 

For the next two days we continued 
to travel up and down these narrow 
Streams of clear water invari- 
ably flowed st the bottoms of these 
valleys, along the edges.of which we 
sometimes saw dippers, or water ouzels, 
playing bo-peep amonget the rocks, 


of perched upon boulders, bobbing their 
tails in s peculiar quick way and calling 
to their mates. 

‘Their call is not unlike the sound 
made by knocking two pieces of marble 
together. We also saw an occasional 
wallereeper, snd here there a 
wren would be seen darting slong the 
banks of the streams. 

‘At Iast we reached Yenchoanhsien, 
which seemed to be at first sight 
nothing more than a wall surrounding 
mounds of broken bricks, stones, and 
other rubbish. However, there was | 
street of houses io the place and we) 
put up at the only inn to be found. I 
secured some specimens of very good 
looking coal that came from a place 
named Anting about forty miles from 
Yenchuan. This coal is extremely 
hard, clean, and black ; burning very 
easily and ‘having but little ash. We 
left the main rosd at Yenchuan and 
struck off in a south-westerly direction 
for Yenanfu. We did not find oat 








till we had nearly reached that city that 
there. was an interesting oil well at] 
Yenchanghsien, a town we would have 
passed throngh, bad we kept on the 
main road. All along the road, and 
also at Yenanfo,

‘The day we left Yenchuan I secur-' 
ed o specimen of the Indian blue 
magpie. Prior to this 1 had not 
met this handsome bird in North 
Chios, and was consequently very 
interested in finding it amongst! 
‘our birds. The beak, eyes, and legs of 
this bird are of « brilliant orange red. 
The head is black, the top being covered 
with lavender spots, The back, wings 
and tail are of varying shades of mauve 
‘and azare, while the breast is white or 
light grey. On the whole it is one of 
our most beantifal birds. 

‘The close of that day found us ata 
wrotchedly poor village, where’ we bad 
to spend the night in a mere hovel. 

We could not hope to make Yen- 
anfa by the next night, so we stopped 
ata little place fifteen milés away, reacb- 
ing the city at noon the following day. 

THE OPIUM CURSE. 

At first sight Yensnfa looks like a 
prosperous little town, but on entering 
one is strack with the poverty and 
ruin that lies in every direction. There 
jis one street running from the south 
to the north gate, which has a few 
shops, where all business is transacted. 
‘The other streets are empty and dilapi- 
dated. The wall of the city encloses a 
piece of the loess cliff at the base of 
which the houses are built. The Yea- 











™ | shui runs just outside the Eastern wall. 


‘The inhabitants sre mach 
opium smoking, and are and 
shiftless. Across the river on the 
jeastern side are the remains of what at 
some time must have been large and 
magnificent temples. These were built 
in tiers and long flights of stone steps

can still be seen. 
According to the natives the city was 

sacked by the Mongols and was never 

repaired, so that the Mohammedas | ic: 
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their raid of forty years ago found it 
so poor that they left it alone. 
ame. 

Our first exenrsion into the country 
was not very promising, and we returned. 
with afew small birds only. However, 
we got out our traps and soon began 
to catch some good specimens. 

Daring our stay in Yenanfu we 
literally “lived on our guns.” Phea- 
sants and pigeons swarmed on the field, 
hares were to be found everywhere, and 
along the banks of teal, 
mallard, and other ducks were plentifu. 

IT have never seen such » country for 
pheasants, One morning as I rode 
out to visit my traps, taking the rosd 
down the valley I counted no less than 
sixty-five pheasants, nearly all of which 
could have been shot from the road. 

RODENTS. 


The country was no lesa froitfal 











from « collector's point of view. I was 
pleased to find » in one of my 
traps one day. The pika is » small 


rodent, closely allied to the hare. It 
has no external tail, however, while the 
ears instead of being long and narrow, 
are large and round. In colour it very 
much resembles the hare. I secared 
five of these rare mammals daring our 
stay in the vicinity. 

Several other rodents were secured, 
amongst which were some small grey 
hamsters and some salphur bellied and 
red tailed rats. 

The hamster (cricetulus) is a species 
of rat characterized by the possession 
of a pair of large pouches, one on either 
side of the head. In these the animal 
carries any food it finds to its barrow, 
where it stores it up for fnture use. 
‘The species caught at Yenanfa is of = 
leaden grey colour abo 
below. It has rather large ears, 
the tail is short. The length of the 
head and body of the largest. specimen 
obtained was nearly four inches (95 
millimetres), while the tail was about 
‘an inch and two-thirds (44 millimetres). 

The sulphar bellied rat somewhat 
resembles the common house rat. Its 
ears aro much larger and the tail is 
extremely long. The breast and belly 
‘are of a pale sulphur yellow, while the 
head and back are fawn in some speci- 
mens, gtey brown in others, The 
‘animal lives in crevices of rockr, 
generally along the sides of ravines. 

The red-tailed rat (meriones) is a pret 
ty little animal of & sandy red colour. 
Tee tail is hairy like that of the dormonse 
which animal it very much resembles 
in appearance. The breast, belly and 
feet are white. The tail has a moch 
more reddish tinge than the body, and 
is tipped with a few black hairs.

After having spent » fortnight at 
Yenanfu we decided to try a different 
place, so we packed up and went off toa 
little village about thirteen miles soath- 
west of thecity. There we stayed with 
‘a farmer and his family. They gave as 
‘one pokey little room, but the weather 
‘was 60 mild that weslept outaide, in spite 
of the fact that a leopard had just robbed 
the place of both its cats, With my 
revolver under my pillow I felt sale 
‘tadagh. We! rigged up some kind of 
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fan awning and workel outside as well. 
At this place we also did very well, and 
onr collection began to grow in a pleas- 





ing way. Pheasants were extremely 
plentifal. ‘There were also roebuck: 
wild pigs, leopards, and wolves in 





these hills, which wei 
scrub and bashes of va 
secured some more » 
squirrel and some Inrve rey hanisters, 
This aniwal very much resembles its 
cousin the small grey hamster both 
in shape and colour, but it is 
much larger. A fall grown specimen 
measuring nearly seven inches (168 milli- 
metres). Some specimens of Micromys 
xpecioeus and Micrumye agrariua were 
also secured. ‘These mice somewhat 
resemble the house mouse, but are 
larger and of browner hue. Micromys 
apeciosus is characterized by « long tail 
and a large hind foot, while Micromys 
cagrarius bas a black stripe down its back. 
* We spent most of onr time trapping 
and hnoting for small mammals, which 
were of greater importance to ns than 
the Inrge animals, such as deer and pigs. 
MOLE-RATS. 

‘After a woek's stay in these hills we 
returned to Yenanfa, when by setting 
some villagers to work, we obtained 
three specimens of the rodent-mole, or 
mole-rat. We were glad to get these, 
‘as specimens have been wanted by the 
t home for some time. The 
n animal belonging to the 
It resembles the mole in 
ives entirely underground. Tt 
exeavates long winding burtows for 
which purpose its forepaws have become 
abnormally developed, being large and 
armed with long powerfal claws. The 
eyes aro almost rudimentary, and the 
ears are tubes leading into the nad. 
‘The nose is browl and flat, while the 
skall is mnch compressed. The inci 
teeth are thick and powerful. ‘There 
are only three molars on the top jaw, 
‘and the same on the lower jaw. The 
fur is soft and thick, being of a lesden 
grey eolonr, often tinged with reddish 
brown. The muscles of the neck and 
front limbs are thick and extremely 
powerful, The mole-rat feeds npon 
roots and balbs which it finds while on 
its subterranean wanderings. 

A Inrge wolf which had been canght 
of native design and con- 
struction was brought in one day 
The uatives round Yenanfu employ this 
means of destroying this dangerous pest 
with considerable success. 

‘At last having spent all the time 
we conld spare at Yenanfa on April 
6 we started off in a north-westerly 
direction for Ordos. To make a good 
collection from that country was the 
chief sim of our expedition.

TRADE-MARKS I 
CHINA. 


MANCHESTER MARKS PIRATRD, 
Our Government is at the present 
time actively engaged in negotiation 
with the Japanese Government for the 
conclugion of a Convention for the 
reciprocal protection of British and 
Japanese marks in China, A disposi- 
tion prevails in_some quarters to decry 
the J 
all. manner of charges at its door. 
‘With such an attitude we hare no 
sympathy. There ix every reason to 
asenme that the Government of Japan 
is wishful that the commerce of the 
country shoald be conducted ou lines 
that do not conflict with the best 
traditions of fair and honourable trading. 
Bat jt has to be admitted that there 
‘= growing anxiety on the part of our 
merchants who trade with China— 
where British mercantile interests, we 
need scarcely remind our readers, 
largely predominate—as to the protec 
tion of their trade-marks. Tt has 
further to be admitted that it is 
the action of certain Japanese 
traders that is the chief cause of un- 
easiness. But traders of various na-

The situation is undoubtedly a 
difficult one, but as our treaty wit 
China was signed in 1902 (article 
related to trade-marks) some working 
arrangement for the protection of trade- 
marks is long overdue. We do not 
forget that an office was opened 
in Shanghai on October 23, 1904, 
for the purpose of recciving marks for 
registration. A large number were 
deposited, especially by Japanese. 
Well-known marks were said to have 
been “deposited” in the names of 
persons who were not the owners, the 
impression being that the first to deposit 
would, in China, become the registered 
of the inark so To 

allow pirate thos to claim « mark to 
the exclusion of a rightful owner who: 
by means of the mark had built up 
1 valuable business cannot be tolerated. 
Thus one thing is clear, that pressure 
most be brought to bear npon the 
Chinese Government to the end that 
whon registration in China is inaugurat- 
ed it mast be on the basis, not of date 
of deposit, bat on the length of use 
What, it may reasonably be asked, ix 
the cause of the delay in patting into 
force the promised system of trate-mark 
protection in China? Is it that the 
extraterritorial rights of foreigners 
cannot be satisfactorily dealt with? Or 
is the Peking Government still standing 
in exorbitant scale of fees? 

One merch 
China are undoubtedly apprehensive of 
the trouble that is most certainly in 
store for them if matters are not soon 
placed npou a sound basis. Tt may be, 
however, that the various Government 
Ix’ do not realize the serions 

ties of the situation, although 
is a question that can be settled 
only by the Governments of the 
eountries concerned. It in no doubt 
the fact that but few actual cases of 
imitations of trade-marks have been 
brought to the notice of the Government, 
but the instances of infringement that 
we know of are of such a character that 
if the whole matter is not promptly and 
energetically taken in hand it may 


















































me very much more difficult to 
grapple with. 
‘We will cite two quite recont cases 


of infringement of well-known marks 
belongiog to long-established Manches- 
ter houses, and it may well be asked, 
When marks of such repute are liable 
to be copied, what ‘chop ” is secure? 
Tn our issue of the Ist instant we 
quoted from Messrs, Noél, Murray 
& Co.'s Shanghai circular a reference 
very glaring case of piracy of 
rks.” We are now 
on to give photographie reproduc- 
tions of the original mark and of the 
infringing mark side by side. The 
pirate’s mark has been put upon the 
sanie class of goods as the original, 
but, as was to be expected, upon a 
quality considerably lower. The only 
difference is that the imitation is 
stamped in red instead of in blue. In 
the case of one of the infringing pat- 
terns the “Hong” mark (the firm's 
name) bas been cut out, but the Hong 
name: was- written’ upon the pattern, 
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therefore it is a natural inference that 
the Hong name had also been stamped 
upon the cloth. It is, indeed, a glaring 
case, and the fraud’ can scarcely be 
other than damaging to the business of 
the real owner of the mark. ‘The ques- 
tion arises, where did this imitation 
originate? ‘The infringing pattern came 
from Japan to Shanghai, and there is 
& strong presumption that a Japanese 
trader is responsible. The genuine 
goods have a sale in Japan as well 








ss in China. It has been sug- 
Rested that the imitating goods 
may have been sent to Japan 


uunstemped, and that the pieces were 
marked on arrival in Japan ; ot, again, 
that they were stamped and imported 
to Japan from the Continent. Unfor- 
tunately, the utter lack of protection of 
trade-marks in China affords ap 
opportunity to the nefarious trader, be 
he in the West or in the East. Again, 
it has even been suggested (the 
suggestion carne from a Japanese) that 
the imitation may have been sent from 
England, but to this we cannot give 
credence. Apart from the risks under 
the Merchandise Marks Act of such a 
proceeding, it ix past belief that any one 
in Manchester would be so culpable as 
to copy these marks without taking the 
necessary precaution of consulting tbe 
Trade-mark Register, where he would 
have found that each of the three marks 
con the piece had beon registered many 
years ago. 

The othor case that we cite is tha 
Sir E. Armitage & Co.'s “crocodi 
trade-mark, In this instance there i 
doubt that the infringement has been 
made bya Japanese trader. The name 
is stated on the infringing mark. ‘The 
pirate in this case claims that as for 
three years he has had it registeerd in 
Japan the mark has, by Japanese law 
(passed in 1899), become his legal 
property, notwithstanding that it i 
copy of a long-established British mark. 
It is one of Messrs. Armitage’s best- 
known “chops”; for over thirty years 
it. has been constantly shipped to 
China, and shipments have also been 
made to Japan. It has been used 
chiefly upon grey drills. The Japanese 
trader sent patterns of Japanese-made 
drills bearing the infringing mark to 
Shanghai, and tried to obtein orders 
thereupon. Messrs. Armitage have 
been put to considerable annoyance 
and expense, bat the energetic action 
they have taken, backed up by the re- 
presentatives of the British Government, 
will, we trust, be effective, althouyh the 
desired result is as yet ‘by no means 
achieved. 

The Foreign Office has, we under- 
stand, invited specific cases to be stated 
whereby to strengthen its hands in 
negotiations with both Japan and China, 
The two examples which we have given 
(and there are others) should serve to 
make it plain that it is no exaggeration 
to speak of the situation as serious for 
that important part of our commerce 
mbich is represented by Manchester's 
trade with Chins, ‘The Convention with 
Japan now under consideration will, we 
hope, lead to satisfactory understand- 
ing between the two countries on the 
question of trade-mark protection gener-

If they 
escape early discovery and are able with- 
out interference to tell the goods even 
for three months, the profit thereby ob- 
tained allows them to look lightly on a 
term of three months’ imprisonment, 
should they be so unfortunate as to be 
brought before a law court. To pay an 
indemnity or publish an apology is also 
‘8 comparatively easy penalty in view of 
the profits made. An apology for the 
infringement of » trade-mark does 
pear occasionally 
the outside public may imagine that the 
offenders feel disgraced.

FINDING OF NAVAL COURT. 
A Naval Coart of Inquiry was held 
‘at the British Consulate at Kobe on

McArthur, of the 8.8, Eastern, 
Captain Harris, of the 8. 8. Cyclops. 
Mr. Greatorex acted as Clerk to the 
Court, 

‘The finding, which was delivered the 
same afternoon, was as follows :— 

‘At noon on the July 16 observa- 
tions were taken and, as the ship was 
found to be making a goed course, the 
latter was left nnaltored. The weather 
at the time was clear and the wind 
N.E. The master was called by the 
third officer at midnight, when the 
weather was still clear and fine, the 
sea smooth and, the moon shining. 
The master again retired, giving in- 
structions to be called as oon as 
Tateishi Light was visible. At 3 ao, 
when the master returned to the 
bridge, the light was not yot visible, 
but the weather conditions appeared 
the same, except for what was ap- 
parently a fog bank abead. Tho at- 
mospheric conditions were such that the 
Captain thought he could see five miles, 
bat not seeing Tateishi Light, he 
slowed down the engines at 3.13 a.m, 
One minute later he observed broken 
ahead, and immediately ordered 
the helm hard s-port, He than put the 
engines full ahead with a view to the 
radder having greater effect, and almost 
simultaneously the ship’ strack on 
‘a submerged rock, scraping her atar- 
board bilge without losing way, and 
causing considerable damage from No. 
2 hold to abaft the engine-room. Find- 
ing the ship was not making much 
water, the master then made for Tsuruga 
with all possible speed. Arrived at that 
port there was a list of 17° to port and 
all port fires were washed out by water 
in the stokehold. 

The passengers and mails were safely 





























with her port side to the land. But 
for tne extraordinary and timely exer- 


tions of two German war lying 
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in the harboar, the master states that 
the abip might then have become a total 
loss. Owing to the valuable aasi 
from the German vessels aforementioned 
she was able to be retloated by the fol- 
lowing evening and brought round to 
Kobe nnder her own steam. The Court, 
having regard to the circumstances 
above stated, finds as follows :—That 
more caution should have been used in 
approaching the land as the weather 
was hazy, the Tateishi light not having 
been sighted at the time expected. 

‘That it would have been more prudent 
if the master had steered « more south- 
erly course from say 1 a.m., which 
would have enabled him to use the bank 
for soundings and if « p.m. observation 
had been taken a6 « check to the shi 
position that day. 

That the sccident was due, ander 
deceptive atmospheric conditions prevail- 
ing, to the over-confidence of the 
master in steering s0 fine course, 
especially ss the soundings were of no 
use until practically too late. 

The Court does not propose to deal 
with any certificate.

Mr. N.C. Home appeared for the 
plaintiffs and Mr. R, N. Macleod for 
the defendants. 

Mr. Home said that this was the 
plaintiffs’ motion for special leave to 
appeal against the judgement in this 
case which was rendered in favour of 
the defendants. The application was 
made under the Order in Couneil 
section 115, subsection 5, by which the 
Court had power even in cases where 
the amount involved was less than 
£500, to give special leave to appeal. 
Counsel submitted that this was such a 
case. The amount actually involved 
was $1,000, but that was no indication 
whatever of the importance of the case. 
The particular amount was more or 
less accidental ; it was a question of 
the interpretation of certain exceptions 
set forth in a bill of lading which was 
adopted in s common form by the 
members of the shipping hongs and to’ 
which practically all shippers to Shang- 
hai to submit. i 
importance and counsel submitted that 
it was s case in which the plaintiffs 
should be allowed’ to appeal. There 
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was no issue of fact whatever: it was 
simply «question of In 

Mr. Macleod submitted that this 
was a case where leave to appeal should 
not be granted. The defendants had 
no desire to prevent the plaintiffs in 
this case, or in any other case, from 
getting a decision of the highest Court 
possible, but connsel argued that there 
was nothing to be gained by the 
plaintiffs or the class to which the 
plaintiffs belonged in Shanghai, by thi: 
appeal. If the plaintiffs were allowed 
to appeal in this case it would probably 
cost them ax mnch as they would 
get from the defendants for the 
damage done to the cargo. There 
would probably be such » small bal- 
ance that looking at it from this 
point of this case only it conld not be 
said that there was any advantage to 
the plaintiffs in allowing them to appeal. 

His Lordship said that the plaintiffs 
must judge of that for themselves. 

Mr. Macleod asked his Lordship to 
hear him on the question of whether 
anything was to be gained by appeal. 
It really did not make much difference 
to the plaintiffs monetarily, whether 
they won the appeal or not. 

His Lordship said that what he 
wanted to hear from Mr. Macleod was 
mhether the appeal was vexatious or not. 
It was a very important matter and 
unless coonsel could show that the 
plaintiff was asking for leave to appeal 
altogether from s wrong motive and 
not because he wanted to get the law 
wottled, but becanse be either wanted 
delay or was acting in » vexatious 
manner, his Lordship onght to give 

His Lordship did not’ 
Macleod could say that 
there was any injustice to his clients in 
granting this application for 

Mr. Home said that plai 
paid defendants’ costs already. 

Mr. Macleod replied that when the 
‘case was small the amount of costs 
received was small. The point was 
that it was not fair to pat the defen- 
dants, who had won their case here, to 
a nt of costs equal to that which 

aintiffs would gain if they won, 
jupposing the case was for $100, his 
Lordship would searcely xrant leave 
to appeal unless it was shown that 
some important principle or point of 
law was involred. Counsel proposed 
to show was not so in thi 
case and that the appeal would put th 
defendants to an expense which would 
bring about no result whatever. The 
whole point in this case was a matter 
of the constraction of » particular 
clanse in w particular document.

certain words in thie contract were) 
ambiguous, Mr. Home's contention 
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was that if this decision was upheld, 
then all consignees having 

coming to Shanghai hed no redress 
whatever. If that were true it would 
bea very important matter, but it was 





not so. This was a question of 
contract. A shipper should not accept 
bill of lading which he considered 
unfair. If he did accept it how could 


he complain afterwards? Consi 
asually bonght goods on a bill of 
lading: should they buy goods on a 
Lill of lading which they considered 
unfair? 

His Lordship said that the con- 
signees had nothing to say on the 
question of the bill of lading. The 
point made in the newspaper criticisms 
was that they bad to ship by certain 
lines which were able to impose the 
terms they chose. 

Mr. Macleod said that if that were 
s0, consignees would go to the ship- 

ers and say that they would not 
ship on these terms. It was « matter 
of negotiation between the two parties. 
‘There was also the farther remedy of 
the shipper at home and that was that 
he could insure. 

His Lordship said that all this the 
plaintiff had had to consider for bim- 
self. The plait said that the defen- 
dants were liable and the Jadge found 
that they were not liable and the plain- 
tiff enid that he would like the jadgemont 
of the highest Court on it. 
counsel could show that the plaintiffs’ 
desire to appeal was frivolous or

‘ant Jndge was not here to hear this op- 
plication himself and his Lordship 
reasoned from the fact that Mr. Justice 
Vincent wrote out a judgement and 
gave his reasons at such length, that he 
did think that there was « difficalt point. 

‘Mr. Macleod said they were told 
that it was important becanne it affected 
the mercantile commanity of Shanghai 
‘and counsel wanted to show his Lord- 
ship that it did not and conld not 
affect the mercantile community to = 
great extent. 

His Lordship said that counsel could 
not prove that. It seemed to his Lord- 
ship that they did not know which way 
to cover—insurance risk or shipping 
risk.

Snb-Inspector Merrison said he pro- 
posed to give evidence as to the arrest, 
fof the accused and then to ask for a 
remand in order that further inquiries 
might be made. 

Sub-Inspector Merrison was then 
sworn and stated that at 5.45 a.m. on 
the Sth instant s report was made at 
the Harbin Road Police Station by a 
foreman coolio of the Municipal Health 
Department that the dead body of a 
ricsha coolie was lying in the Tsze-ka- 
ping Creek near the junction of the 

















Creek and in Road, and that « for- 
eigner was sitting on a stone at the side 
of the Creek. Witness sent » constable 


to the place mentioned and two minutes 
Inter himself followed. Witness 
found the sccused standing at the side 
of the Creek and the body of « coolie 
was lying in the Creek. The lower 
part of the body was in the water and 
the upper part was leaning against the 
bank, almost in a sitting position. 
‘The right leg was dovbled up un- 
lderneath the body. The man was 
quite dead. Witness went up to the 
accused and told him that probably 

would chi with caus- 
ing the death of the cool 
cautioned him that anything he 
say might be used as evidence against 
him. The accused then stated that he 
hired the a at 2 a.m. He did not 
tell the coolie to take to any par- 
ticular place, but simply to take him 
for a drive round. On coming to the 
jnnction of the Teze-ka-ping Oreek and 
Kalgan Road, the coolie upset the 
ricsha and sccused into the reek. 
‘Accused then had a straggle with the 
coolie, but did not remember what hap- 
pened afterwards. Witness handed 
‘accased over to the constable who was 
with them and he was taken to the 
Police Station. The accused was in a 
maudlin condition, apparently suffering 
from the after effects of drink. His 
clothes were covered with mud, but 
witness no marks on him. 

Tn answer to the accused, witness 
said—At that time I did not hear that 
you had sent forthe Police. I have 
heard so since. The foreman garbage 
‘coolie did not say that you had sent him 
for the Police. I do not know that 
you sent a Chinese constable to the 
Police Station. I know that a Chinese 
constable went to Wayside Police 



























Station with s chit addressed to the 
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Inspector. T think your condition was 
due to drink and not to excitement. 

‘Sub-Inspector Merrison applied for 
remand and the accused was remanded 
in custody until 9.30 a.m. on Wednes- 
day, the 12th instant. 

Shanghai, August 12, 1908. 

Sub-Inspector | Merrison, 
‘said that he wished to add that accnsed 
stated to him that “the coolie turned 
the ricsha and me into the creek and 
then tried to rob me.” The body was 
found at the junction of Kalgan Road 
‘and the Tsve-ka-pang Creek. The 
‘reek was culverted at this point. From 
the edge of the culvert to the spot 
where the body was found was fifty-one 
feet Witness had measured 
distance, The width of the culvert on 
the level of the road where the ricsha 
was turned into the creek was eleven feet. 
‘The width of the creek where the ricsha 
was found was ten feet eight inches. 
Where the body was lying it was ei b- 
teen feet. From the level of the road to 
bottom of the creek at the culvert was six 
feet six inches, the width of the road was 
thirty-three feet. The creek ran straight 
underneath the road. Witness only 
found signs of a struggle at the point 
where the body was found, There were 
foot marks in the creek near the 
culvert, but no signs of # straggle. 
There were signs of struggle on the 
bank, around the body. The grass was 
trodden down ; there were holes in the 
mud, as’ if someone had slipped down 
and could not get @ proper foot-hold. 
Going from the road towards the body, 
the Intter would be on the left side of 
the creek. The ricsha was nearly tarn- 
‘ed upside down and must have fallen 
from the centre of the calvert, because 
the concrete of the latter was broken 
right in the centre, It was a recent, 
clean break, (Witness produced the 
piece of the calvert that was broken off.) 
‘There were » number of houses on the 
bank of and parallel to the creek, with 
fifteen families leaving in them. 

Cross-examined— Witness had taken 
his measurements from the edge of the 
road. 














By his Worship—The depth of water 
hen witness went to the creck was six 
or eight inches, Tt was a tidal creek. 





Lately the rise and fall of the tide would 
have been about two feet. 
©. N. Davis, sworn, stated that he 
registered medical practitioner 
d assistant Health Officer in Shan 
ai. He made an examination of the 
body of a Chinese at the public mor- 
tuary on Sunday morning at nine 
o'clock. The body was that of a well 
developed young “hinaman. The sar- 
face of the body was somewhat livid, 
and the face, hands and feet were caked 
with mud. There was a bruising of 
the skin round the left eye, and also 
hemorrhage from the left eye and the 
nose. Both the eye balls were caked 
in mud and through the superficial 
membrane of the left eyeball was a 
lacerated wound. Over the left knee 
there was a small skin abrasion. ‘That 
was the extent of witness's external 
examination on Sunday morning. Sub- 
sequently, on August 10, witness made 
ination about 12.30. 
There was a bruising of the scalp over. 
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the left eye ; the brain was congested, 
bat otherwise normal; the skull was 
normal. The lungs were both deeply 
congested. The right lng was bound 
down to the chest wall by extensive 
pleural adhesions. The wind-pipe and 
bronchial tubes were slightly con- 
gested ; otherwise they were normal. 
The mouth and larynx were normal. 
The heart was enlarged and hyper- 
trophied. The right ventricle of the 
right auricle was distended with 
blood. The great of the thorax 
were also distended with blond. Ex- 
amination of the abdomen showed that 
both liver, spleen and kidneys were 
enlarged and congested. The stomach 

















was normal, containing some digested | Wi 


food and some undigested rice. In 
witness's opinion death was dne to 
asphyxia brou:bt about by obstruction 
to respiration. The face being caked 
with mud led witness to suppose that 
the mud had prevented breathing from 
taking place The marks on the body 
had nothing to do with the asphyxia 
Witness considered that the injury ta 
the eye was caused by contact with or 
friction against, a somewhat rongh sur- 
face. Witness examined accused at the 
Health Office between 11 and 12 o'clock 
on Sunday morning. He found aa abra- 
sion of the akin on the front of the left 
wrist, and ® recent bruise over the back 
of the left upper and two old 
braises on the inner side of the thigh. 
‘The action of his heart was rapid, 
scoused being in a rather nervous con- 
dition, There was a slight alcoholic 
odour about his breath. Acensed, dur- 
ing witness's examination, stated that 
he had had a desperate atraggle with a 
riesha coolie, who had tried to throttle 
him. Witness found no si f that. 
He thought that accused was a man 
above thy rage in physical strength. 
Witness did not moasure the body of 
the coolie ; he thought the coolie was 
between twenty-five and thirty years of 
age. The state of the heart might be the 
natoral result of deceased’s work as a. 
ricsha coolie. 

Sun Chang-taze, av elderly native 
‘woman, stated that she lived in Kalyan 
Road. She had not seen accused before. 
On Sanday morning aboat 4.30, wit- 
ness saw a foreigner throw n ricsha 
into the creek. She then went into her 
honne, She did not see the fareigner 
again. The foreigner brought the ric 
sha from the South. There was no 
riesha-coolie there.

St. Petersburg, July 17. 

FROM BT, PETERSBURG TO RUSSIA. 

‘Anyone who really wants to get away 
from business and to enjoy a real rest 
cure should go to-a Rassian vill 
leest to the village where I have 6 
holidays. At sea one can now receiv 
send telegrams, but in Krasny, Vo! 
“government”, one can do neither. 
‘The post is supposed to come twice » 
week, bat during the ten days I spent 
there I got no post. I never saw a 

iceman in tho village or avy sign of 

ussian authority, although as a matter 
of fact the in most of the large 
villages, one or two “ 
Tonging to a loosely-organized peasant- 
ice force recently established in order 
to cope with the agrarian troables and 
the revolutionary propaganda in the 
country. I felt as I used to feel in the 
native States of India where, for hun- 
dreds of miles, I would not meet one of 
the ruling race. The bureaucrat is 
non-existent there. The villages are

‘all land in common and re-dividing it 
every ten years or 60, their cheerful 
and very frequent festivals, avd their 
patriarebal cnstoms make them one of 
the most picturesque and original pea- 
sant-societies in Europe. 

‘The churches io the Russien country 
districts are as numerous and as im- 
jing as the charches in Ireland, bnt 
‘Russian clergy fall far below the 
Trish standard, being generally un- 
cultivated people, differing from la- 
bourers only in the fact that they 
wear long hair and  soutane. Just 
before I came to Krasny, the local 

i had been unfrocked for 

stent drankenness and wife-beating, 
but be was very popular aod 
on that account the people had tol 
‘erated bim about ten years longer 
than they shoald have done. At 
length, when he contracted a habit 
of getting drank on a Sunday morning, 
instead of saying Mass, a local land- 
owner (who by the way, like almost all 
educated Russians, never goes to Mass 
himeelf) became scandalized and wrote’ 
to the Holy Synod which at once 
removed the erring pastor. His suc- 
cessor was 8 sincere, gnarled, red-haired 
fnan whose pleased excitement on dis- 















































photographing him and bis wife. When 
I discovered that these photographs 
were all of them abject failures, I 
hurriedly left for St. Petersbarg as the 
simple-minded old man had been wound 
up to such a pitch of expectation that 
it would be difficult, nay, dangerour 
even, to break the news to him. 





THE LANDED PROPRIETOR. 


In this part of Russia the landed 
proprietors nearly all become Govern- 
ment officials in the Capital and, if 
they retain their estates, it is only for 
the sake of having some place wherein 
to rest in the summer-time. They do 
this because it would be impossible for 
them to live on the income they get 
from the land (“It wouldn't keep us 
in cigarettes" one of them said to me.) 
and, besides, life in so remote, lonely, 
and. well-nigh inaccessible a country 
wonld be unbearable to one fond of 
music, of society, and of the theatre. 
One lady who lived on her estate all 
the year round was pointed out to me 
as a wonder. It is easy to blame 
‘Absenteeism, but I think that in this 
case (I am thinking of th 
good deal can be said in favour of it. 
How, for instance, ean children be 
educated in such a place? At the 
‘same time this Absenteeism shows that 
the Rassian landlord is, like his Lrish 
confrére, ansuited to his environment 
‘and that, consequently, hi 
ance is only a question of time. 




















THR “ KULAK.” 
He will probably be replaced, in 


course of time, by an interesting but |° 


not very sympathetic type of peasant- 
propristor who, owing to his being 
generally a close-fisted person, is known 
throughout Russia by the expressive 
name of “Kulak” (the fist.) The 
“Kulak” in Krasny was an old man 
with a beantifal young wife, a lack of 
caltnre, and a talent for making farm- 
ing pay handsomely. He lived summer 
and winter in s commodious but unpre- 
tentious house on the brow of hill, « 
fine road led to the door, and, = 
bridge bad been constructed by him 
over the neighbouring brook. At 
Church I saw his son, a stout lad, 
dressed in the English style, for whom 
‘a nest dog-cart was waiting outaide, 
although his father's honse was only 
about a mile distant. The Commune 
Abolition law which was issued on 
November 22 Inst year and which will 
probably be approved of by the next 
session of the Duma, will undoubtedly 
increase the number of the village 
Ikulaks, " force the poorer and weaker, 
peasants to sell out and go to the 
‘towns, and introduce that fierce 
competition which prevails in other 
‘countries.

THE CHINESE 
LANGUAGE. 


INTRODUCTION OF FOREIGN woRDs. 

The following memorial has been 
drawn up with the object of enlisting 
the sympathy of the Chinese Gover 
ment for the preservation of the Chinese 
Innguage from injury by the irrespon- 
addition of foreign terms in 
keeping with no recognized system of 
logy or orthography :-— 

‘The language of any people is a gift 
of Heaven. Men did not make it, bat 
like other gifts of Heaven, it may be 
improved—or it may be ruined. 

The Chinese language belongs to a 
general class which is elsewhere extinct, 
consisting in part of pictorial syrbols 
which have been gradually extended 
until they are very numerous and highly 
complex. These symbols are fixed in 
number and in form, and ones can 
not readily be introduced. 

Within the last half century in 
particular the advent of Westerners in 
large numbers, bringing with them 
Western inventions and Western learn- 
ing, has necessitated the introduction 
into the Chinese language of a vast 
number of new terms. could not 
have been avoided, because the material 
objects thus represented came into 
‘common use and had in some way to be 
designated. This is the case, e.g., with 
steamships, railways, the numerous 
appliances of electricity, and a great 
range of mechanical terms. All these 
involve many hundreds or even thous- 
ands of new terms, both nouns and 
verbs. 

It has often happened that duplicate 
terms came into use both through lack 
of skill in adapting them, and throngh 
the absence of any authority to fix 
them, Great numbers of foreign words 
are transferred into Chinese by their 
sounds alone, as for example * Te-li- 
feng” (for telephone) which might as 
well have been expressed in characters 
having » meaning. This evil is certain

Shanghai, hardly one is due to Chinese 
labours, and ever this is made by me 
all of whom have been educated under 
foreigners, either in China or in Hong- 
kong. | 

This circamstance of the authorship 
of dictionaries of the Chinese having 
been for more than s century almost 
exclusively conducted by foreigners we 
believe to be without parallel in any 
other country in the world. Does it 
not show that while we are trying to 
protect material interests we are alto- 
gether neglecting the far more precious 
intellectual interests of China? It is 
to be recollected that the position of 
Japan ie peculiar. She received ages 
‘ago. thi 
‘and Civilization as a gift. Now the 
fanese are our teachers, using our Chi- 
nese characters, making them into new 
phrases, giving them strange meanings, 
inandating (hina with their books, 
while no Chinese scholars protest. It 
is beyond our power to stay this tide of 





























century scores of dictionaries of Chinese 
have been made, from that of Dr. Mor- 
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novelties, many of which are of great 
value ; but ought we not to exert oar- 
selves to direct and control the process 
which we cannot prevent? Is it not 
the function of the Board of Education 
to take the lead in this urgent matter? 
We ask, therefore, for the appointment 
‘of a Commission of Inquiry, to be com- 
posed of say three or five able 
with orders to report at 
® fixed time: (1) On the cid 
conditions as salned ‘above; (2) to 
be followed on the receipt ‘of their 
report by an Imperial Edict appointing 
permanent Commission on the 
changes required in the Chinese 
Language by the needs of the New 
China. (3) This Commission should 
be invested with authority to invite the 
co-operation of competent scholars of 
Western nations and of Japan in 
deciding upon the requisite terms, and 
in general upon whatever cognate 
matters may come before them. We 
would point out that no time is to be 
lost, for language is not like material 
objects which are subject to physical 
control. It would have been well had 
this Commission been appointed ten 
years ago. The beginnings of the Ts 
Ching Dyoasty were illustrious by reason 
of the immense literary activity of their 
Majesties K’ang Hei and Ch’ien Lung 
in many literary lines, just as were the 
early reigns: of the Ming Dynasty, 
especially that of Yung Lé. It would 
redound to the reputation and the 
excellence of the present Dynasty” if 
this matter were taken in hand and 
were brought toa successful issue. It 
would probably be well to have such » 
Commission made s permanent body. 
If, however, nothing is done, we shall 
alllive to regret it, when perhaps it 
may be too late. In that case how can 
posterity bold us free from blame ?

Since his wife had been ill accnsed said 
that he had got into the habit of going 
to bed early, getting up early and 
then going for a ricsha ride, Ai 
a orale he took one particular 
coolie, but that morning his coolie 
had finished work and he engaged 
deceased and told him to drive him 
round. The coolie took sccused to 
Kalgan Road and when near the creek 
‘accused asked the coolie where he was 
taking him, 5 he wanted to retura to 
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The cool “T savy, 
drew the inlet hale ieewsst 
‘and then rushed it back, upsetting the 
accused. Both the accused and the 
Tiesha fell into the creck and the coolie 
jumped on top of accused. A severe 
[straggle followed, accused stating that 
it was only by getting the coolie’s 
quene and patting it round his neck 
that he was able to get the better off 
him. When accused got up he ex- 
pected the coolie to get up also and for 
‘a long time thonyht he was shamming. 
Witness said he saw the marks of the 
ricsha wheels and it seemed to him 
‘that the coolie had attempted to tarn 
the ricsha round, the marks going 
right to the edge of the calvert.

the coolie wonld hardly be capable of 
pushing the richsha over with a heary 
man like the accused in it. There 
were no marks in the creek such as 
might hare been expected, but there 
were signs of a struggle near the body. 
Witness furtherthought that the mudon 
the accnsed’s face had been rubbed on, 
not splashed, and accused must have 
been “deeply in.” — Witness went to 
the station with accused, who repeated 
his former statement there, and remark- 
‘ed that he did not understand why he was 
‘cautioned. 

Detective-Sergeant Vanghan de- 
posed to seeing accused in the charge 
‘room at the Harbin Road Police Station 
on Sunday. In response to questions, 
after being cautioned, accused said that 
he had had « severe straggle with o 
ricsha coolie and that is was only by a 
stroke of lack that he had eseaped from 
death. For some nights past, said 
accused, he had been in the habit of 
going to bed early and on a conple of 
occasions went for a ricsha ride eatly in 

1g. The previous night he 

early and got up at about 
ra, bein ery geotlos, He engaged 
‘aricsha, ut did ‘tall the coolie to take 
him to any particular place and he 
thoaght he must have fallen asleep in 
the ricsha, for he woke ap later on and 
fonnd himself in front of a large build- 
‘ing which the accused said was a cotton 
mill. Accused told the coolie to go 
‘back bat the coolie replied “ Mas 
‘kee; can do, this way alright.” 
Accused insisted on the coolie turn- 
ing round, which he eventually did. 
He went back along the road for a 
‘few yards, then rushed the ricsha to the 
edye of the creek and toppled it over. 
As the accused and the ricsha were 
falling the coolie jumped into the creck 
and seized the accused by the thront and 
endeavoured to rob him. A severe 
struggle took place. Accused was 
formally charged with murder and wit- 
ness afterwards visited the scene of the 
tragedy. During his observations he 
found no traces of a strnggle near the 
ricsha. There were slight seratches on 
the embankment, but witness was quite 
satisfied there bad been no struggle 
there. Inquiries had been made as to 
the whereabouts of sccused on Satarday 
‘and witness bad traced him from 2 p.m. 
on Saturday to 10.30 p.m. and from

I accompanied the 
second to Tsu's house, Ts was not at 
home; I there met another petition writer, 
whom I know, by the name of Ng Sang- 
sai; and he wrote the security bond for 
me. When the bond was nearly finished 
and whilst the second and the writer were 
smoking opium and conversing toge- 
ther, the writer Ng Sang-sai, told me} 
that the runner Wong Soen wanted 
$20, for forwarding the bond to the 
Magistrate. I told the writer that it 
was too much and that I did not care 
to go security for my friend, and as 
I was going to leave the house the 
writer called me back, and said: “I shall 
not be hard on yoo, if you pay $10 at 
least the bond will be forwarded.” I 
said that IT would go and seo my 
friend in the cells and ask ity if he 
was willing to pay $10 for the bond, 
if he agreedfto pay that amount I would 
return and give him a reply, otherwise 
I wonld not give any reply. He said 
all right, and I left the house. I then 
went and saw Ching Yih-sung in the 
cells and told him that the ranner 
wanted $20 for forwardipg the security 
bond. Sung said: “It is too mach. 
How is it that I have to pay $10 for my 
bond, while others pay only $4 or $5? 
Tam not going to give them $10; you 
don't need to go security for me; you 
may go h And I left the cells. 
The petition writer Ng Sung-sai came 
to my shop the same evening about 
8 p.m. and he askeg,me about the ar- 
rangement for my friend’s release, 
Ching Yue-sung, a friend of mine, was 
in my shop at the time (I had previons- 
ly told him about the ranner demanding 

































id to the petition writer 
that you want $10 for Sung's security 
bond? The writer replied in an angry 
tone: Yon had better go and ask the 
runner, and he left my shop. 

This statement was corroborated by 
Ching Yue-sung.

PIECE-GOODS. 


From Messrs. Iusznt & Co.'s Weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, August 13, 1908. 


There is vory little change to report in the market 
generally ; new business is being done with the pro- 
docing markets on a very small scale as Chinese 
apparently believe that we are on the eve of « further 
decline, owing to the prospects of a large new cotton 
crop, whilst producers are of opinion that any probable 
fall has already been discounted; their quotations not only 
have no margin for profit, but in many cases are below 
the cost of production, The recent fall in Exchange 
here has had no influence on currency prices, and as 
Jocal values are in the great majority of cases a long 
way below replacing cost, we ought to see a considerable 
cartailment of supplies througiiout the autumn. 

‘The fature, however, depends more on demand than 
supply ; this bas been the case for some tjme back, and 
anfortonately demand has not come up to expect 
the waiting game bas paid Chinese buyers in the 
interior, however disastrous it may have been to 
porters and to native dealers; the only hope of 
stimulating demand is to bring about a prospect of 
scarcity, but as long as free supplies are brought 
forward it is only natural for the Chinese to wait antil 
they can get them on their own terms. 

Crop prospects in India are reported 10 be encourag- 
ing; if they continue to be favourable, it is not improbable 
that the first signs of revival may come frou there. 
‘Phe local crops are excellent, bat a great deal depends 
on the weather, when cotton picking begins about the 
end of this month; the damage by the wet weather at the 
beginning of the season has been made good by the fine 
summer, the Chinese are hopeful of s plentiful harvest. 
Demand for xoods has been dall, but it is probable that, 
more activity may be seen as the hot whether draws to a 
close.
